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Castro Offers 
Peace But on 
flis Terms

HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Castro 


offered Friday night to "begin 
anesv" a quest for peace with 
Prescient Kennedy's administra- 
tion. But the Cuban prime minis- 
ter made clear it would be strict 
ly on his own terms. 


The main condition tor recon- 


ciliation laid down by Castro was 
a total change in what he labeled 
a "mistaken and absurd" policy 
of the United States toward his 
Communist - oriented revolution- 
ary regime. 


While Castro was laying down 


peace terms in a two-hour speech 
lo followers at the Presidential 
Palace, his fiery younger brother 
sounded a belligerent note -in 
an 


address at Santiago. 


Raul Castro, minister of Cuba's 


j»ined forces, told supporters that 
imperialist clangers still existed 
and vowed "20 Yankees" would 
fall for every militiaman 
killed 


in defense of Cuba. 


Both Castros addressed civilian 


soldiers who are being partly de- 
mobilized after Cuba's three-week 
military alert against a "Yankee 
invasion" that never came.

The lectern has been used for

A Capitol electrician said that 


the motor probably had become 
dampened by snow which had 
been swept off the platform. 


The smoke first was noticed 


while Archbishop Richard Car- 
dinal Gushing of Boston was de- 
livering the invocation, but it soon 
ceased and the program was con- 
tinued.

W. Hull of Arkansas Tech, spokes- 
man for the presidents. 


The proposal, which sets up a 


referendum on a proposed one 
cent a bottle tax on soft drinks 
and a $52 million construction 
bond issue, was greeted cooly in 
the House after Columbia Rep. 
Harry J. Colay introduced it this 
week.. 


The President wrote the bill 


and they have been its principal 
supporters. Stout opposition has 
come from bottlers who claim (he 
proposed tax will wreck their in- 
dustry. 


Hull said there was a chance 


the Legislature would refuse to 
let the people vole on the propos- 
al. 


Friday's meeting of the resi- 


dents was called principally to 
discuss proposals to create n sin- 
gle board of finance for tho eight 
institutions of higher learning. 
The bond measure was discussed, 
however, and most of the quos* 
lions asked at a news conference 
following the meeting dealt with 
it. 


Hull declined to make a definite 


statement on the group's stand on 
a "super board," but he indicated 
the presidents would oppose the 
proposals. "We have made good 
orogress in recent years through 
voluntary co-operation," he said.
